Lewis, Beaten 
In Floor Fight, 
May Walk Out 


SAN FRANCISCO (#)—The 
American Federation of Labor to- 
day voted levies on its member- 
ship for an election year war 
chest of $3,000,000. 

With the Taft-Hartley act 
marked as the main foe in an AFL 
campaign “to inform the public,” 
the convention increased the per 
capita tax by one cent per mem- 
ber per month. This will raise 
about $1,000,000. 

In another action the federation 
called for a meeting to be held, 
probably in Wisconsin, in efforts 
to form a national or international 
union composed of the federal la- 
bor unions, which now are char- 
tered directly by the AFL. 

; Faces Battle 

John L. Lewis, stripped of a 
vice-presidency after an historic 
outburst of name-calling among 
the federation’s top leaders, faced

Underneath the current of bit- 
terness which swept the 66th ‘an- 
nual convention was’ the growing 
threat that Lewis still might take 
a walk with his 600,000 united 
mine workers over the District 50 
controversy. 

His organizers have been step- 
ping on a lot of toes within the 
federation, even since his return 
to the AFL in January, 1946. 

But anti-Lewis forces, cheered 
by the ease with which their, over- 
whelming numbers set down the 
UMW president yesterday, went 
right on with plans to bring’ the 
jurisdictional squabbles with Dis- 
trict 50 before a tribunal which he 
could not control. 


Fights Back 

Lewis took the gloves off in his 
first convention speech yesterday, 
stinging the leadership into fight- 
ing mood by calling them “intel- 
lectually fat and stately asses,” 
and adding: 

“On. this issue I don’t think the 
federation has a head. I think 
its neck has just grown up and 
haired over.”

Twist To Success Story 


Merna Barton, internationally known doll maker who lives at 


1108 South Oaks avenue, Ontario, is indeed unconventional. For 
she has given a new twist to the old success story formula. 
The regular American success formula follows this pattern. A 


person starts a hobby, turns it into profit, then capitalizing on a 
great public demand, goes into big business on a grand scale. 

Merna Barton turned her hobby of making dolls for her own 
amusement into a profitable business but refuses to adopt mass 
production techniques with a promise of tremendous capital re- 
turn. Why?. Because, then, to quote her, "It wouldn't be fun any 
more.” 

For today what began as amusement to please her friends and 
occupy leisure time is a full-time job for Miss Barton, as she is 
known to doll collectors, although in real life she is Mrs. E. H. 
Barton. 

Her. dolls, all personally handmade, are in demand by _ hobby 
shops and department, stores throughout the United States. 

At all times dozens of unfilled orders pile up on her 
although she manufacturers 500 of the dolls a year. 

Fashions 

In greatest demand are dolls from her set depicting each de- 

cade of women’s fashions from Colonial days to 1940. In this set 
styles range from the simple flowing attire following the French 
Revolution through hoop skirts, the 1880 “form improver" bustle, 
the “flapper” mannish styles to the bobby soxer’s man’s shirt and 
eans. 
: When her interest in the set of fashion dolls began she didn’t 
know it but years of study were ahead of her. For with her passion 
for authenticity the clothing of each doll had to be checked and 
rechecked before it passed her inspection. 

This led her into countless libraries in search of styles and 
patterns and into correspondence with hundreds of historical au- 
thorities. At times her only guide has been historical paintings, 
other times she relies on early, issues of women’s. magazines such 
as Godey’s Ladies’ Book and the Ladies’ Home Journal of 50 and 
60 years ago. ; 

And each solution has brought a 
dress to her mind.

Comic Dolls 

It began 10 years ago when friends asked to buy some comic 
dolls she had made for her own amusement. To please them she 
began to make a few for gifts. Like the famed candy, “the more 
she had the more she wanted.” 

Through trial and error she developed new techniques in model- 
ing of the doll heads, and aided by her husband, who is a teach- 
er of sheet metal work at Chaffey high school, she has developed 
many new systems of body construction and support. 

In addition, her husband manufacturers many of her props in 
his woodshop. From his agile hands come pieces of “period’’ furni- 
ture, parasols for the ladies, walking sticks for the men and even 
a bell-mouthed blunderbuss for her ‘Pilgrim Fathers.” 

Facial Features 

The chief characteristics of a Merna Barton doll are the facial 
features, for believe it or not, out of the countless dolls she makes 
none have the same complexion or faces, and careful attention is 
paid to accurac yof detail. 

Small wonder that Miss Barton doesn’t care to set up an 
assembly line. For like the medieval guild workers she is a crafts- 
man. Not for her the monotony of doll after doll dressed alike, 
looking alike, indistinguishable in any detail. 

For more than financial reward is her artistic pride in her work. 

Besides, she doesn’t have time to organize a factory. She has 
hundreds of unfulfilled ideas for new dolls. At the present time 
she is designing a Holy Family set for Christmas, a set of dolls 
representative of each state in addition to planning dolls represen- 
tative of early California in anticipation of the not-too-far-off Cen- 
tennial celebration of statehood.

For the past two weeks the 
letters, prepared by stamp col- 
iectors in all parts of the United 
States, have been flooding 
the Ontario post office.

An Ontario, Canada, letter bears 
a Texas commemorative stamp.

Because the cancellation mark 
is valued by collectors, all will be 
carefully cancelled, Assistant 
Postmaster Ralph Allen explain- 
sd. Those which don't fit in the 
machine will be hand-stamped, he 
says. 

Letters mailed from Ontario, 
Upland or nearby communities in 
the “first flight’’ cachet will make 
the circuit with the “flying egg- 
beater’, from Ontario to fuller- 
ton, Fullerton to Los Angeles and 
return here. 

Each bears a special cachet 
stamp proclaiming “Air Mail Ser- 
vice by Helicopter. Los Angeles 
Area”, The cachet is affixed at 
the local post office. 


Takes Off 6:20 A.M. 


The first helicopter will take 
off at 6:20 tomorrow morning 
irom the terminal annex roof in 
Los Angeles, arriving in Ontario 
4 minutes later, and visiting 
Lynwood, Whittier, Montebello 
and Pomona enroute. The flight 


from Pomona to Ontario consumes 
eight minutes. 

Fourteen minutes after taking 
off here, the ‘copter will be in Riv- 
erside. From there the plane vis- 
its Corona and Fullerton, thence 
back to Lynwood and the start- 
ing point.

Asked By Byrnes 


NEW YORK (/#)-—Former Sec- 
retary of State James F. Byrnes, 
saying he does “not helieve the 
Red army would try to hold per- 
manently to all eastern Germany,” 
declared, however, the United 
States must be prepared to “take 
measures of last resort’’ to restore 
peace to Europe. 

In his newly published memoirs 
Brynes describes the inauguration 
of his “tough” policy with Rus- 
sia at the meeting of the foreign 
ministers in London in 1945 and 
says in a discussion of the’ reas- 
ons for the policy: 










JAMES F. BYRNES 


“We should not start some- 
thing we are not prepared to fin- 
ish. . I do not believe the 
Soviet Union will force us to take 
measures of last resort. (It) will 
not remain away from the peace 
conference (on the future of Ger- 
many) and thus isolate itself from 
the rest of the world. 


‘If it should, I do not believe 
the Red Army would try to hold 
permanently all of eastern Ger- 
many. However, if I misjudge 
them, and they do go to the point 
of holding eastern Germany and 
vetoing a security council direct- 
ive to withdraw occupation forces, 
we must be prepared to assume 
the obligations that then clearly 
will be ours.”

In other words, generous Americans will do their part in 
conservation—if the people who need it get the benefit, and 
this nation gets the credit.

AND BIRTHPLACE OF P. BUNYAN 


By HAL BOYLE 

BEMIDJI, Minn. (#)—Chance 
lies behind the founding of many | 
towns and cities, but in none more | 
so than this community that likes | 
to be called “The Icebox of Amer- 
ica’. 

For Bemidji — named after a 
famous Indian chief — owes its 
existence to man who thought he 
had found here something he 
hadn't. And the town has also 
made itself famous as the birth- 
place of a man who never lived— 
the legendary woodlogger Paul 
Bunyan. 

The man who thought he had 
found something here he hadn't 
was a homesteader who picked up 
a brilliant stone in 1894 and 
thought it was a diamond. 

Well, it wasn’t. By the time 
New York experts got around to 
deciding it was only quartzite, the 
town of Bemidji had been born. 

No Diamonds 

There were no diamonds but the 
whole area was a sea of emerald 
wealth — great stands of forest 
pine that made it a lumber cen- 
ter. Tales of Paul Bunyan, the 
granddaddy woodlogger of them 
all, became folklore of the region, 
and a number of years ago Be- 
midji staked out its claim as Paul’s 
home town. 

Townspeople built a twenty-foot 
painted concrete statue of Paul 
and “Babe”, his blue ox, on the 
shores of Lake Bemidji. The mon- 
ument is visited annually by an 
estimated 300,000 vacation tour- 
ists. 

In the adjoining colorful ‘“fire- 
side of States’’, built with stones 
from every state in the Union, 
they hear tall stories of the 
mighty Paul, such as: 

How his hot cakes were cook- 
ed on a griddle as big as a pond, 
greased by .ten swampers who 
skated across it with slabs of 
bacon tied to their feet. 

How the “Winter of the Blue 
Snow” was caused by Paul swear- 
ing blue streaks after hitting his 
thumb with a 16-pound hammer. 
Conversation froze in the aig that 
terrible winter, and when spring

Whole Shovel ; 


How it took one man’s full time 
to keep Paul’s pipe shoveled full 
of *tobacco. Every time he took 
a puff the loggers thought it was 
a new forest fire. 

How Bunyan built a bunkhouse 
so large the top stories were hing- 
ed in order to let the moon go 
by; and a cookhouse so large one 
cook got lost between the flour 
bin and the root cellar and al- 
most starved before he was found. 

How the Blue ox “Babe’’ once 
made the -Mississippi river flow 
backward by taking too deep a 
drink, and created Minnesota's 
10,000 lakes by her stamping and 
pawing. 

Ink Hose ‘ 

How Bunyan’s camp bookkeep- 
er, Johnny Inkslinger, ran a hose 
from a barrel of ink to his pen 
and thus invented the fountain 
pen. He saved five barrels of ink 
one winter by not crossing his 
“t's” or dotting his “‘i’s”. 

How Paul and his men, hear- 
ing Kansas was covered by whisky 
trees, went down to set up lum- 
ber camps there.
